SECTION 1. BE IT ENACTED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF
MARYLAND, That the Laws of Maryland read as follows:

Article - Education

7-805.1.

(A) IN THIS SECTION, “WALKING DISTANCE” MEANS THE MOST DIRECT
ROUTE TO WALK BETWEEN THE PROPERTY LINE OF A STUDENT’S HOME AND
THE PROPERTY LINE OF A STUDENT’S SCHOOL THAT MEETS AN ACCEPTABLE
LEVEL OF SAFETY AS DETERMINED BY THE TRANSPORTATION OFFICE OF THE
PRINCE GEORGE’S COUNTY PUBLIC SCHOOLS.

EXPLANATION: CAPITALS INDICATE MATTER ADDED TO EXISTING LAW.

[Brackets] indicate matter deleted from existing law.
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(B) IN PRINCE GEORGE’S COUNTY, A SCHOOL BUS SHALL BE USED TO
TRANSPORT AN ELEMENTARY SCHOOL STUDENT, A MIDDLE SCHOOL STUDENT,
OR A HIGH SCHOOL STUDENT WHO ATTENDS A PUBLIC SCHOOL IN THE COUNTY
AND LIVES MORE THAN A 1-MILE WALKING DISTANCE OF THE SCHOOL.

SECTION 2. AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That this Act shall take effect
July 1, 2011.
